Wiͤll and Word of God, no humane Law can ab- 
. _ ſolvethem from that Office of Allegiance ; fo that 
in Concluſion, either thoſe Subjects are clear be- 

- fore God, that ſerve their Prince, when by him 

- - thereunto required, notwithſtanding any Law of 

Man to the contrary, or the Ten Gommandments 
may be turn d to Waſte Paper, if the Law of the 
Land ſhall forbid upon a Penalty, that which the 
. Law of God commands upon a Penaltx. 
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
